Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 57-68965 (Reference AE) discloses an 
information service system which receives a message from a subscriber and provides 
information service for the subscriber in response to the message. The system allows a 
subscriber having a push-button phone to obtain information service from the system by voice 
and by a push-button operation. The system allows a subscriber having a dial phone to obtain 
the information service from the system by voice. 

Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 57-127221 (Reference AF) discloses an 
automatic power switch on/off apparatus including a power switch on/off unit for a computer 
system, a timer, a memory for storing power switching schedule data, an automatic power 
switch on/off controller. A power supply is switched on/off in accordance with the schedule 
data stored in the memory. The apparatus further includes a voice memory for storing coded 
voice data, a voice adapter, and a line adapter. 

Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 4-061543 (Reference AG) discloses a 
videophone system in which a telephone directory is displayed on a TV monitor when an 
off-hook state of a hook switch is detected in the absence of a call. 

Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 5-056190 (Reference AH) discloses an 
integrated system in which a telephone and a television are connected by a signal line. When 
the television is ON, an incoming-call notification is displayed on a TV monitor upon incoming 
of a call, and the telephone is inhibited from ringing. The display of the notification is canceled 
when the incoming of the call ends or when the telephone goes off-hook. When the television 
is OFF, the telephone is allowed to ring upon incoming of a call. 
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Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 5-075823 (Reference Al) discloses a facsimile 
system including a CPU and an external telephone connected thereto. Upon incoming of a call 
from the telephone, an off-hook state of the telephone and a phone number of a dial signal are 
detected, and the phone number is stored by the CPU. A receiver name related to the phone 
number is received as a response from a receiving facsimile, and the receiver name is stored by 
the CPU. A telephone directory is prepared by the CPU using the phone number and the receiver 
name. 

Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 8-030352 (Reference AJ) discloses a data 
processing device including a CPU, and a digital signal processor DSP connected with a display 
monitor, a voice input unit and an image input unit. Voice data input by the voice input unit is 
recognized by a voice recognition function of the DSP. Image data input by the image input unit 
is recognized by an image recognition function of the DSP. 

Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 8-237299 (Reference AK) discloses a 
communication system in which mail boxes are connected through a media conversion unit t o 
a personal computer, a facsimile and a telephone. The mail boxes are used for communication 
between communication systems by computers, by facsimiles and by telephones. 

Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 9-11 6940 (Reference AL) discloses an integrated 
system in which a computer and a telephone are connected to each other. A voice signal is sent 
from a telephone user of a remote place to the system via a telephone network, and the content 
of the voice signal is recognized by a voice recognition unit connected to the computer. The 
computer sends a message related to a state of an answering machine to the telephone user in 
reply to the voice signal. 
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
